II. Claims 25 to 31, 56 to 62 and 80 to 87, drawn to 
fluorescent compounds, kits and method of detecting 
biomolecules, classified in classes 548, 562, 435 and 
436, various subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

The compounds of Group I are patentably distinct from the 
compounds of Group II because of their structural differences. 
The compounds of Group I contain sulfonic acid salt groups and 
the compounds of Group II contain sulfonamide groups. Therefore 
a reference, which anticipates one of the groups, would not even 
render obvious the remaining group. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
